LT have. ocoupied my present renidence a 
little-more than five months. . A week or 
two after I took possession, I had a visit 
from thieves, who only failed te rob-me 
because a apes of glass which they were 
cutting fol! on the stair and~onused an 
alarm, On the morning of July 4th I got 
up about seven o’alook to make tlie pleasing 
discovery that my bed-room had been 
quietly ransacked over. night and property 
to the value of over a- hundred dollars 
stolon—never.to return, ‘The-burglars had 
got in by the upper verandah in ordor to 
effect this pleasant surprise. Having spent a 
considerable sum in padlocking every door 
and window in the house, (with the ther- 
mometer at 90°) I fancied that all was safe, 
Shortly before two o’clook this morning, 
however, | was awakened by a report of firee 
arms, anda flash of light, just under my 
bed-room window, On getting up, a clat- 
tering of fect was heard and two or three 
shots followed, A gang was down upon us 
now—armed, this time, with spears and. 
shooting irons (or horse pistols); and had 
nota Sikh Constable sean them and fired 
into them, there is every Itkelihood that 
T should havo again: had to pay sweetly for 
the privilege of residing in this ‘Gem ‘of the

The following olroular has been issued 
by Messrs W. G, Hale c& Oo., of Saigon :— 
_ For the inforniation of our friends, we 
issue a résumé of the more important articles 
of an Act just published the Official 
Gazotte, concorning an export duty to be 
imposed upon Rios, ° : 
| ‘the Tax-upon Lands, biasing unfairly 
upon the owners, why have been obliged 
to pay according to the extent of their 
Land and not upon the quantity it pro. 
duced, the Government has reduced this 
tax very considerably; and;(reading from 
the Act) considering that the deficit result- 
hing from. this.concession- must be made 
good, as the Colony requires all its re- 
Sources; considering that the wealth of the 
Colony rests almost excluatvely upon the 
production of Rice; that thia staple is the 
only article of produce upon which a duty 
can be imposed sufficient for the purpose, 

THE GOVERNOR DECIDES : 
._ A duty is put upon Rice_and Paddy 
exported from the Oolony, except” to Cam- 
bodia by the rivers, 

This duty shall be 63} centimes (10 cents) 
for every picul of rice exported, 

Paddy shall pay 3 of the duty on rice, 
All mixture of ‘rice and paddy is to be 
considered cargo rice, 

The dobris, broken rice and rice flour, 
are to be free from duty, but must also be 
declared, . -

The duty shall be charged upon the
